ECONOMIC, SOCIAL IMPACT OF INVASION OF EAST TIMOR ON INDONESIA 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 Nov 81 p 8 


[Text] Following is the statement of an Indonesian econo- 
mist, presented to the Permanent People's Court in its 
recent session, held in Lisbon, on East Timor. The state- 
ment points out the disastrous consequences suffered by 
the Indonesian people themselves. 


Distinguished members of the court; 


There is no doubt whatever that a human tragedy has taken place in East Timor, 
particularly in the period from 1977 to 1979, as a result of the mass invasion 
by Indonesian troops. 


Since 1975, the Indonesian news media have been subjected to tight and severe 
censorship in their reporting of events in East Timor. 


The Indonesian press has been forced to maintain the fiction that East Timor was 
the target of a communist threat, represented by FRETILIN, according to the 
much-mentioned Timorese integrationists and Indonesian "volunteers." 


Despite all the distortion and secrecy, an increasing number of Indonesians have 
learned what is really happening in East Timor. 


As Pat Walsh, who is also present at this tribunal as a witness, observed during 
his last visit to Indonesia, the government and the military no longer hold a 
monopoly on information regarding Timor. The government's alleged reasons for 
the annexation of East Timor are no longer universally accepted; there is a 
feeling of anguish, even rage, regarding events in East Timor, especially among 
those who were there for a fairly long period. 


Regarding deaths on the Indonesian side, their number is not yet known and per- 
haps will never be known. We only know that Indonesian losses are in fact the 
most severe since the national revolution, The families of dead and wounded 
soldiers have been forced to grieve in silence. 


We can only make a very rough estimate: from 3,000 to 10,000 soldiers have lost 
their lives in the East Timor campaign and have been buried without any public 








ceremony or awarding of medals, as usually occurs in accordance with military tra- 
dition. 


It has become increasingly clear to the Indonesian people that the overcrowded 
Catot Subrato military hospital is filled with soldiers wounded in East Timor. 


The nuge quantity of artificial limbs and other equipment for the disabled, 
purchased in the West in recent years by former minister Mintaredja, runner for 
the Suharto clique, is also clear evidence that the Timor disaster is not only 
affecting the Maubere people but the Indonesian forces as well. 


In addition, there is the so-called “Seroja Home" for the disabled (Seroja is also 
the code name for the second mass invasion of East Timor), on the outskirts of 
Djiakarta. It was built especially for Indonesian soldiers who have been wounded 

in East Timor and reduced to permanent invalidisn. 


It is general knowledge that the relocation policy effected by the Indonesian 
military government is intended to create 150 new population agglomerates, pro- 
viding the structure for the Indonesian troops to maintain complete control and 
security. 


This plan of relocating and concentrating the East Timorese people in new areas 
is creating very serious structural problems. 


According to Donald Weatherbee, of the University of South Carolina, the restric- 
tions imposed on access to areas outside the centers mean that more people must 
subsist on a small land area. According to Weatherbee: "When you fly over East 
Timor in a helicopter, you are startled to see thousands of acres of cultivated 
fields, with corn, rice and so on now simply abandoned." 


Weatherbee concludes that the measure has proved to be economically and political- 
ly counterproductive, What he does not say is that these lands are passing into 
the hands of the generals, who intend to turn them into cattle ranches. This 
relocation policy will make East Timor permanently dependent on imports for its 
food. 


The cost of maintaining East Timor's food supply will become an increasingly 
heavy burden for the Indonesian economy. 


Even in 1980, at least $9 million in emergency aid was provided by international 
agencies. 


These economic costs will not be borne just by the people of East Timor; the 
Indonesian people will be affected, as long as the generals are in power in 
Djiakarta. 


In a situation in which East Timor becomes increasingly dependent on imported 
food, these imports will only sharpen [Indonesia's] already growing food deficit. 


In 1977-1978, Indonesia had to import 2,6 million tons of rice, about a third of 
the amount of rice existing on the world market, as well as 1 million tons of 
wheat. 











Although last year's rice crop was relatively good, Indonesia is still the world's 
major importer of rice. 


We must also consider the heavy expenses of the military occupation. About 2 years 
ago the armed forces were obliged to undergo reorganization after their collapse 
in East Timor. A huge quantity of modern weaponry has been purchased. 


This government is already struggling with a $15 million foreign debt, and the 
difference between rich and poor is increasingly marked. How can it maintain its 
venture in East Timor? 


I will end my testimony with an ironic anecdote, about the way a Timorese is being 
treated by his colonial boss. 


Tomas Americo is now a famous boxer (his name was probably given to him by the 
army officer who discovered him during the invasion). He apparently developed an 
impressive physique carrying crates of food for the invading Indonesian army. 
Tomas was later taken to Java and presented as a gift to a superior officer, a 
certain General Soegiarto, currently president of the city council of Malang, in 
West Java. 


This general, who naturally lives in great luxury, has an enormous garden behind 
his house. The General provided Tomas with many facilities. A ring was built for 
him so he could train every day. 


He was also given living quarters behind the general's house. 


In 2 years, Tomas Americo not only became middle-weight champion of Indonesia but 
of East Asia and the Pacific. He was the general's pride. In Indonesia today, 

we can find a general who collects racing dogs, another general who breeds 

horses, and this general, who maintains his “protege,” brought in from East Timor, 
in the rear of his home,

ASIAN CHURCH SUPPORT TO FRETILIN--From 16 to 23 November the Catholic Church of 
the Philippines, Thailand, Malasia, Japan and the southern part of Korea met in 
France, on which occasion they expressed their support for the Revolutionary Front 
for East Timor Independence [FRETILIN], The meeting, at the level of cardinals of 
the Church, was attended by Abilio Araujo, member of the FRETILIN Central Commit- 
tee and director of the organization's activities in Europe. During the meeting, 
Araujo conferred with the delegations, and the prelates affirmed their solidarity 
with the national liberation struggle of FRETILIN and the Maubere people. They 
pledged to make their governments aware of the need to find a just solution to 
the problem that is affecting the region and “causing suffering among the 

Maubere people.” Political observers will recall that, several times this year, 
Martinho Lopes, titular bishop of the diocese of Dili, has expressed his refusal 
to accept the current situation. The clergyman has already appealed to the 
United Nations to make it possible for the people of East Timor to freely decide 
their own future.

BALUCHISTAN GOVERNOR CONDEMNS ANTI-BALUCHISTAN STATEMENTS

[Text] The Baluchistan Governor, Lt. Gen. Rahimuddin Khan, has strongly rebutted 
the observations of some foreign journalists that Baluchistan is politically ex- 
tremely vulnerable and lamented that “unfortunately the people belonging to other 
provinces of Paxistan, too, having some misgivings about Baluchistan." 


Talking to newsmen at the Provincial Council meeting last week, the Governor main- 
tained that the thesis forwarded by some foreign journalists that Baluch wanted 

a separate homeland was not based on facts and that the interpretation of events 
had been twisted to meet certain vested interests. 


He made this observation when someone drew his attention towards a book, ‘In Af- 
ghanistan's Shadow’, written by a well-known Americ*n journalist, Selig S. Harri- 
son. The Governor said the basis of information in such studies was restricted to 
an era when Baluchistan province was the nightmare of politics of terror and vio- 
lence due to “ill-conceived policies of the previous regime". "It was at that 
time that some of the people were forced to go to the mountains and even to leave 
the country,” he added. 


Gen. Rahimuddin said the present Government had taken a number of major decisions 
to restore “normalcy” and redress the grievances. He said a general amnesty had 
been declared, which was fully availed of by the affected persons.

PAKISTANI-TURKISH COOPERATION TERMED EXAMPLE FOR OTHER MUSLIM STATES

[Text] In a press conference in Karachi at the end of his 6-day tour of Palistan, 
the leader of Turkey, General Kenan Evran, stated that Pakistan and Turkey will put 
into effect a joint plan for the manufacture of armaments. A Pakistani delegation 
will tour Turkey in the near future to explore the possibility of establishing an 
armaments industry on a bipartisan basis. This delegation will also review the 
progress of the armaments industry which Turkey has itself established. The 
President of Turkey said that conditions in both countries are favorable for the 
production of armaments and related materials. There is already military coopera- 
tion between the two countries. Moreover, action is being completed to put into 
practice a joint plan in the field of electrenics. Work is being done to increase 
cooperation in the technical and educational fields. Cooperation between Pakistan 
and Turkey in the field of armaments production is a very encouraging step. 
Initiative and progress in the field of armaments production is very necessary for 
every muslim country and for the whole world of Islam. Muslim countries have 
excellent scientific and research capabilities as well as financial resources. It 
is only necessary to bring them together and make them mutually beneficial. Turkey 
and Pakistan can become an excellent example in this regard. Both Pakistan and 
Turkey have established industries in the field of armaments production. Both have 
a large number of experts and technical personnel who can play an important role 
in furthering these industries and who, by making use of each others’ expertise 
and experience, can take steps toward producing the most modern armaments. In the 
first stage Pakistan and Turkey should make it their goal to work towards self- 
sufficiency in Light armaments and in the manufacture of all types of spare parts. 
In the second stage they should give attention to the manufacture of a few heavy 
armaments on the basis of priority. 


Every Muslim country, and all Muslim countries combined, should try to advance in 
the field of armament production. Education in science and expertise in technology 
are essential for this, but the difficulty is that a lack of financial resources 
are an obstacle to the expansion and progress of scientific and technical education 
in most Muslim countries. It is because of this lack of resources that technical 
institutions are unable to provide their laboratories with the most modern equipment, 
and students are unable to receive the high level of technical training that is 
necessary for learning sew technology. This is an important problem to which all 
Muslim countries, and in perticular the wealthy Muslim countries, should give their 
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attention. A number of groups of Muslim countries should be formed for this puspose 
and various wealthy Muslim countries should accept the responsibility of fulfilling 
the scientific needs of those groups so that scientists and experts of the highest 
caliber of expertise and ability may be produced in the world of Islam, some of whom 
may work in th armaments industry. At the present time, the armaments industry is 
controlled by a few western countries. In order to obtain arms the Muslim countries 
are forced to remain under their influence. By the sale of their expensive araments, 
the western countries take back a great part of that which the Muslim contries earn 
by means of their oil and raw materials. In order to have true political freedom, 
non-alignment, and to maintain our Islamic status, it is essential for the Muslim 
countries to become self-sufficient in armaments and to have the capacity to 
manufacture the most modern aircraft, tanks, submarines, naval ships and defense 
electronic equipment so that the monopoly and superiority in this field of a few 
developed nations may stop, and Muslim countries not be forced to be aligned with 

a few great powers or their defense establishments just for the sake of armaments. 


The reason Muslim countries today are everywhere victims of aggression and 
expansionism is that they are weak. They are dependent on others for weapons. 

They are disunited. They have abandoned their own ideology and system and their own 
culture and have adopted the ideologies and methods of strangers. Until the Muslim 
countries remove these weaknesses they will not enjoy true freedom. Three things 
are necessary for the Muslim countries and can make them a great power. The first 
is the establishment of an Islamic way of life, tiie second is strong unity, and the 
third is science, particularly advancement in the most modern technology of arma- 
ments. If the Muslim countries obtain these three things they will emerge as a 
revolutionary power which can show the world the path to security and provide it 
peace and prosperity. It was on the basis of just these three things that Muslims 
had in the past obtained a position of world leadership. 


Pakistan and Turkey can become an example in this regard. Both nations are 
fortunate in their manpower and technical capabilities. Cooperation in various 
fields, particularly the field of armaments, could produce very good results. 
Several paths of cooperation have been opened through the leader of Turkey's tour 
of Pakistan. As expressed in joint declarations and mutual alliances, there has 
been produced a complete mutual understanding and harmony between the two countries 
on all international and regional issues. Each country is deeply interested in the 
other's freedom and security in the present situation, and each considers it its 
duty to come to the aid of the other in times of adversity. The friendship and 
cooperation in defense between Turkey and Pak‘stan is not against any power, nor is 
it for the sake of expansionism. Rather it is for world and regional peace, and 
its purpose is to deter aggression and expansionism.

REJECTION OF PETITIONS REPORTED 
Lahore VIEWPOINT Weekly in English 3 Dec 81 pp 14-15 


[Text] Mr Justice Mehboob Ahmad of the Lahore High Court has dismissed a habeas 
corpus petition challenging the arrest of Begum Nasira Shaukat Mahmood on the 
ground that the High Court has no jurisdiction to hear, under the Provisional Con- 
stitution Order 1981 cases of detention under Martial Law orders. 


The court bailiff earlier submitted that the SHO Gulberg had informed him that 
Begum Nasira Shaukat Mahmood had been detained in the Fort under MLO 12 by the 
orders of the DMLA. 


The Advocate-General submitted that the detention could not be challenged in the 
High Court. A Division Bench of the Lahore High Court had already ruled to this 
effect the same day in the case of Sh. Ashfaq Ahmad. 


Mr. Aitzaz Ahsan, counsel for the petitioner, submitted thar the detenu was mal- 
treated in the Shahi Qila, which was primarily not a place for keeping detenus but 
was an interogation centre. The Advocate-General gave the assurance that the 
Detenu would be treated according to rules of detention. 


The petitioner, Miss Ayesha Shaukat, daughter of the detenu, had submitted in her 
petition that her mother was taken away by the police in the middle of the night 
between November 20 and 21, without any warrant or order. The place of her con- 
finement was also not disclosed. She stated that later on it was learnt that her 
mother was lodged in the Lahore Fort and was being harassed. She had prayed for 
a bailiff to be deputed to ascertain the whereabouts of the detenu and then pro- 
duce her before the court. 


A Division Bench of the Lahore High Court, consisting of the Chief Justice, Mr 
Justice Shamim Hussain Qadri, and Mr. Justice Javed Iqbal, has dismissed the peti- 
tion of Sh Ashfaq Ahmed, Advocate, challenging his conviction by a local Summary 
Military Court. The Court held that it had no jurisdiction to interfere in and 
hear the cases decided by the military courts. 


Mr Aitzaz Ahsan, appearing on behalf of the petitioner, contended that the PCO was 
not legal and the Constitution of 1973 still held good. The learned Judges held 
that the Constitution was in abeyance and the PCO was the existing law, which the 
Court was bound to follow.

MOTOR VEHICLE PRODUCTION--Pakistan Automobile Corporation (PACO), a public sector 
organisation, has been given a go-ahead signal for the implementation of its Rs. 
542 million project to produce four types of Suzuki vehicles in the country. PACO 
sources said that technicians from Suzuki Automobile Manufacturing Company of Japan 
would arrive in Pakistan soon for the processing of first two cars. The sources 
said that initially 25,000 vehicles, namely, cars pick-ups, vans and jeeps, would 
be produced annually. Within a span of ten years the capacity would be raised 

to 55,090 vehicles annually. All the four vehicles will be of 800-CC power. 
Within six years 81 per cent parts will be manufactured locally. The sources fur- 
ther said that the PACO had the technical know-how and capability of producing the 
vehicles, and services of Japanese experts would be for the maintenance of quality 
control only. The entire production process would be handled by Pakistani hands. 
The vehicles would be produced in Sind Engineering Limited and Awami Autos, the 
two organisations under the control of the PACO. Suzuki Company of Japan would 
have 12.5 per cent share in the project. The Executive Committee of the National 
Economic Council has recently okayed the project.--APP.

GEN SAN'S POLITICAL PROSPECTS DISCUSSED 
Bangkok SU ANAKHOT in Thai 23-29 Aug 81 pp 9-12 
[Article: “From the Military to Politics -- San Chitpatima" ] 


[ Excerpts] After the coup d* etat of 1-3 April failed, the military 
lives of the “promoters” looked as if they were finished. One 
member of this group waS General San Chitpatima, the former deputy 
commander in chief of the army and the “puppet” head of the 
revolutionary committee. Concerning his life in the army, he had 
almost attained the highest position to which he had aspired. 


Life In the Army 


“He had a very good record of government service, having served 
as the commanding general of the Fourth Army Area and as chief of 
the army general staff. It can be said that he was the leading 
figure in the army,” said a person close to Gen San about his 
record. “But he was unable to succeed General Prem as commander in 
chief of the army because certain groups were afraid that they 
would not benefit in the army since he is a straightforward 
person who carries out his duties with the belief that the common 
good of the country must come before personal benefits." 


[It was said that] “He came from the communications branch of the 
service and, therefore, should not have been army commander in 
chief. But this is not important. The important thing is to be a 
good and honorable person with a good record. Why was General 
Prayut, «1 engineer, able tc become army commander in chief this 
year?" ..S man added that this was because "most of those who 
were against his [Gen San] becoming army commander in chief 

are involved in corruption concerning weapons. The purchase of 
weapons benefits only some people in certain groups. Those who 
would have lost power did not like [him] because they wanted the 
army commander in chief to be involved in the corruption. 
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It is well known that [of those who] did not become army commander 
in chief last October, the person who was affected the most was 
Gen San Chitpatima, who was deputy commander in chief of the army 
and who was very close to Gen Prem Tinsulanon, the prime minister. 
In particular, Gen San was appointed to be head of the Council of 
Advisors to the prime minister, which is a political position. 
"San hated those who sought profits; he was not angry at Gen Prem," 
Said this person who is close to him, 


A Political Life? 


"I will certainly become involved in politics," stated Gen San 
firmly to those close to him after his return to Thailand. 


It is well known that if Gen San plays politics in a democratic 
way, the political party that has the closest ties to him is the 
Prachathipat Party. 


"The Prachathipat Party wants Gen San to be the next leader of the 
party because Colonel Thanat Khoman is too old-fashioned and does 
not look like a leader. Also, Gen San has had ties to the 
Prachathipat Party for a long time. One politically well-informed 
person said: “Gen San was born in Pattani, but it is not certain 
whether he will have a chance to [run for election] in Pattani. 
However, it is true that he will probably become the head of the 
Prachathipat Party.” 


A newS report has clearly affirmed that there have been close 
discussions within the Prachathipat Party about sending Gen San 
to run for the office of representative from Pattani in the 
by-election in that province, a position that is vacant because 
of the death of Mr Kamthorn Latcharot. 


‘Chaloemphan Siwikon, the deputy mininster of industry, telephoned 
Wira Musikaphong, the deputy minister of agriculture and 
cooperatives, and Amnuai Suwannakhiri, who are members of the 
same party, in order to discuss whether or not Gen.San should be 
sent to run in the Pattani by-election,” stated a news source 

in the Prachathipat Party. 


At the same time, the red-hot political party whose fortunes are 
rising every day because its leader is a former prime minister and 
a former supreme commander and which recently won the by-election 
in Roi Et is preparing to grab Gen San too, 


According to what General Kriangsak Chamanan, the acting head of 
the National Democracy Party, said last Wednesday, the National 
Democracy Party is “interested” in sending Gen San to run for 
election in Pattani. 
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Such a statement shows that Gen San is becomeing a big politicgl 
target and various political groups are actively trying to draw 
him into politics. "One important reason why all groups want 
Gen San is that he was born in Pattani, and it is known that he 
has great influence in that area. What is more, he once served 
as the commanding general of the Fourth Army Area. 


"He still feels that if he can be of service to the country, he will 
do so. He still has good intentions toward the country. He is a 
career soldier who is concerned about the ccuntry and who wants 

the country to be safe from threats both from within and from 
without the country,” stated a member of Gen San's household to 

the question of whether or not he will engage in politics in the 
future. 





"At present, his role is increasing. Many people telephone and come 
to see him when he is not a home. As for the report that political 
parties will approach him about running for parliament, I have 
not informed him. When he is here, many politicians come to see 
him. He should return soon,” he added. 


All Roads Lead to Politics 


It can be said that the "general" with the most "progressive" 
thinking in the army is Gen San. He received a Master‘s degree in 
political science (with honors) from the Institute for 
Administrative Development, or Nida. Certainly, Gen San was 
influenced in his thinking by the civilian scholars close to him, 


This matter of scholars working together with Gen San as 

advisors to the prime minister shows that Gen San was willing to 
listen to the views of the civilians who wanted to help the 
country develop a perfect democratic form of government by keeping 
the soldiers out of politics and allowing the politicians to play 
politics in a democratic way. 


"He is a person who takes the middle path, not persecuting the 
rich but helping the poor. He feels that the capitalists and 
bankers all have their hands on the government's throat so it 
cannot do anything that opposes their interests," said one scholar. 
"Concerning this, it is necessary to use firmness in solving this 
problem and not allowing tl.e capitalists and bankers to oppose 

the common good." 


Thus, to solve the country's problems, the political path cannot 
be avoided. Gen ian must follow in the footsteps of Gen Kriangsak 
Chamanan,

"He has not been very open about how he will play politics. He 
has only said that he will play politics,” stated a close news 
source.

DISCLOSURE OF CPT MATERIAL SAID TO BE FOR PROPAGANDA PURPOSES 
Bangkok SU ANAKHOT in Thai 23-29 Aug 81 pp 14, 15 


[ Article: “A CPT Arsenal: A Clean Up or the Creation of 
Propaganda?" | 


[Text] It is noteworthy that in the past period there have been 
many news items about the CPT. For example, there have been news 
items about the capture of Mr Damri Ruongsutham, a member of the 
Political Committee of the CPT, in Surat Thani Province in the 
middle of April, the surrender of Mr Suwit Niemsa, another high- 
ranking member of the CPT, at the wee forge. of 1981, and the 
capture of Mr Surachai Saedan, a communist terrorist who has a 
criminal record, at the end of June and there have been items 
about the activities of several other high-ranking members of the 
CPT. 


But the most interesting piece of news was the capture of a CPT 
network in Bangkok. The news of this was disseminated to the mass 
media and pictures were shown on all the television stations 

on 31 July. 


Based on what was disclosed by the army concerning these 
activities, units from several sectors investigated the CPT's 
important sources of material support in Bangkok until it became 
Clear who they were. Then on 10 January 1981, a search was made 

at 3/2 Soi Chuliphon, Sukhumwit Road, and Mrs Wimong Phienthamdi, 
or Mrs Lekeng Saelim, alias "Mrs King" was arrested, In the charges 
filed, she is [said to have] rented a three-story building in order 
to use it as a place for storing, procuring and collecting 

large quantities of various materials in order to send them to the 
CPT in the jungle areas. As for the others involved, officials 
believe that they fled ahead of time, 


It can be said that the capture of this CPT network is of the 

greatest importance because, based on a list of the goods seized 

by the authorities, there were drugs and medical supplies, 

equipment for making drugs, inflamatory documents and books, radio ’ 
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transmitting equipment, equipment for generating electricity from 
water, equipment for making explosives and large quantities of 
various types of field equipment and clothinc. 


"Concerning the drugs and medical supplies, there were more than 

20 kinds of prepared drugs, liquid medicines and pills and a 
complete set of medical supplies and surgical equipment. There 

were chemicals,still in a powdered state, that were about to be 
processed into liquid medicines and pills,” stated an ISOC 

official in detail. “Concerning the inflamatory documents and books, 
it appears that there were Thai medical journals, Chinese medical 
texts, books on communism, journals printed by communist terrorists 
in various areas, educational documents, especially by party 
activists, and documents on the activities of the CPT. Besides this, 
there were letters of communication between the communist 

terrorists in the jungle and the city. The total was approximately 
700 volumes." 


This official aave detailed information about the radio transmitting 
equipment and the equipment for generating electricity from water. 
The authorities have learned that this was in preparation for 
setting up a People's Radio Station of Thailand in a jungle area 
within the country. “Various types of equipment used for radio 
transmission and for producing electricity from water were found. 
Included were water pipes of various sizes, connections, faucets, 
Spray nozzels, faucet bases, nozzel connections, belts, electrical 
equipment and much other equipment. Because of the results of this 
search, the authorities believe that the CPT's project to set up 

a radio station will be delayed temporarily.” 


It is the same with respect to the explosives. It appears that 
there were antipersonnel mines, the military word for which is 
““laymore mine,” grenades with launchers, sheets of aluminun, 

Leel rods cut into short pieces for use as shrapnel, gun powder, 
cast iron tubing and firing pins. Based on the estimates of the 
army, it is believed that these things could have beer ‘used to 
make many explosives. 


“The seizure of these terrorist materials is tantamount to reducing 
the threat from the CPT one level,” said this official in 
conclusion. 


The thing that should be noted in this case is that the officials 
made the arrest in January of this year but only made things public 
at the end of July, which is a gap of almost 7 months. This has 

led one person to ask “why was this secret of the government, which 
was kept secret for more than 7 months, revealed at this 

particular time? And this was with the approval and support of 
high-level units of the army.” 
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when we consider the events of the past 2 months in retrospect, 
there emerges a political picture that is reflected by people in 
various circles in the case concerning the CPT. This incudes 
comments by former leftist politicians who joined the CPT in the 
juncle and who later returned to the city. Concerning these people, 
government intellicence officials claim that some of these people 
are still working undercround for the CPT as part of the plan to 
form communist spy rings in Bangkok and in the provinces. 


For example, “Thamayanti,” or Wimon Siriphaibun, a senator who 
holds rather conservative views, has said that the students and 
intellectuals who left the jungle are "Trotskyites” who cannot be 
trusted. But something should have been said about the good news 
of the destruction of this CPT arsenal, which was a major event 
during this period, 


From what was disclosed about this case by Colonel Wichit 

Bunyawat, the secretary of the army, the government showed interest 
in and supported disclosing the news of the destruction of this 

CPT arsenal to the point where this became a major story which 

was broadcast on all four television channels in Bangkok because 
"it wanted the people to be aware of the great dangers from the 
communists presently existing in the capital." 


If such is really the case, as the Thai military believes, the 
sectors responsible should keep this a secret in order to carry on 
the investigations and find out where in Bangkok the CPT has 
hidden weapons. 


Conversely, regardless of whether or not it is true that there was 
a CPT arsenal in Bangkok, turning this into a major news story 

can be viewed as an attempt by politically influential 
conservatives to create a trend. These people are playing a much 
aqreater role at present and they want to "spread propaganda” so 
that the views of the people in general are in complete harmony 
with theirs. This will be of great benefit in the future in their 
march to political power. 


"This refers to the creation of a trend by holding up the evils of 
the communists so that the people will hate the communists as 

much as they do,” said one person who is well-informed about this 
Cuil e 


A news report from a high-level news source in the ISOC stated that 
prior to the announcement of the seizure of a larce arsenal as has 
been disclosed, officials seized several other CPT arsenals in 
Bangkok but this cannot yet be disclosed tothe public. 





This is like a “blotch,” a source of doubt about the real intentions 
behind the activities of the authorities and the policies of 
high-ranking government officials. 


Concerning the matter of government officials claiming that they 
want to point our the qreat communist danger to the people and thus 
prepared television propaganda programs to condemn the CPT, there 
is an interesting comment by a high-ranking army officer who said 
that “this was done to improve the morale of the people. Also, it 
was like showing the military might of the government in 
suppressing, or putting a stop to, the activities of the CPT, 
activities that pose a threat to the security of the state and the 
peace of the country during one period.” 


If government officials accept this statement by this high-ranking 
officer, they should quickly release news about the destruction 

of arsenals to the public because keeping this news secret will lead 
to the view that the previous news about the destruction of an 
arsenal was released with some hidden motive behind it. If someone 
later learns what the “motive" was, this will certainly affect the 
image of the government. 


since only government officials are holding these terrorist 
weapons of the CPT, the CPT has spread counter information to the 
effect that this is a plan by offici.!s who want to create an 
issue with the hope of improving their chances for promotion and 
better duties. This may have the effect of damaging the 
covernment's image, even though the government can disprove the 
charces of the CPT by allowing the mass media and the people 
interested to come and see the war materials that they have 
seized.

ARMY RESERVE MISSION, STRUCTURE OUTLINED 
Bangkok 5U ANAKHOT in Thai 23-29 Aug 81 pp 6-9 
[| Articie: "The Army Reserve, a Plan for National Defense" } 


[Text] At present, the government still believes that the problems 
concerning national security stem from two principal causes. The 
first is the operations, using armed forces, of the COmmunist 
Party of Thailand (CPT), which has always been the deadly enemy of 
the government. The second factor concerns enemies outside the 
country, especially those that may come from along the Kampuchean 
border. These war conditions will continue to exist as long as 
there is a threat from the Vietnamese forces. 


During the past 2 years, the government and the army have again 
attached great importance to the development of combat forces. They 
have attempted to implement every measure possible to help make 

the country's defenses as strong as possible. To do this, billions 

of baht have been spent in order to increase the efficiency of the 
army. Requests for help in obtaining weapons and war materials from 
abroad, especially from our great friend the United States, have been 
made, and Thai soldiers have been sent to that country for combat 
traning. 


However, the general situation along the eastern border is not 
very encouraging. Therefore, in order to create more security for 
the national defense plan, the army has implemented the “army 
reserve" project under the official name Project to Form Reserves 
for National Security, which recently made front-page news in the 
newspapers. 


Building Up the Rear and Preparing for War 


In actuality, the idea of forming this army reserve has existed 
Since 1979 after Kampuchea fell under the control of Vietnam and 
the fighting between the Pol Pot and the Vietnamese-Heng Samrin 
forces continued and reached the Thai border, to the point where 
Thailand's sovereianty was infringed upon by Vietnamese forces 
several times, especially in the Non Mak Mun action in June 1980, 
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This prompted high-ranking army officers to discuss and review 
the strenaqths and weaknesses of our combat forces. 


The alarming thing is that if Vietnam sent troops to actually 
invade Thailand and a war between the two countries broke out, 
would we have enough troops to repel the invas‘on by Vietnam? The 
answer is that, alarmingly, the total combat strength of the Thai 
army has been reported to be around 140,000 men, 40,000 of whom 
are used in communist suppression activities, and this is very 
different from Vietnam's forces, which number 600,000 nation-wide. 
Concerning only the forces stationed in Kampuchea, there are 

17 divisions, or approximately 200,000 men. And at present, there 
are still 80,000 troops stationed along the Thai border, troops 
that are equipped with modern weapons and that receive support 
from the Soviet Union and the Warsaw Pact countries. 


For these reasons, the army must greatly expand its combat forces 
so that they are on a par with those of the enemy. But the 
obstacle of a limited budget requires that the plans to develop 
and expand the various combat forces be implemented slowly, 
which is not in keeping with a situation in which it is not 
certain when a war will break out. At the same time, almost all 
the countries of the free world, especially the developed 
countries, prefer to have only a small standing army in order to 
handle immediate emeraencies. The bulk of the main combat forces 
are reserve forces, which have been formed and trained in normal 
times and that can be mobilized quickly. 


Take the case of switzerland. It has a population of only 6 million 
people, but it has a large modern army of 600,000 combat troops, 
which include only a few hundred reqular officers and 
non-commissioned officers who serve as instructors. The rest 

are reserves that can be mobilized within 48 hours. In Israel, 
everyone, both men and women, must serve in the military. With a 
population of only 3 million people, Israel has 400,000 people 
under arms but only 60,000 are on active duty in the army, 

Another 200,000 ure reserves who can be called up for duty with 
combat ready units within 24 hours. 


The program to form army reserves has been implemented as a broad 
trend with these two countries providing the model. On 8 December 
1980, General Prem Tinsulanon, the prime minister, officially 
considered forming a reserve force in order to increase national 
security and prepare for war. The army turned this matter over to 
the Reserve Affairs Department and made it responsible for 
implementing the project. 
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The first preparatory steps in the documents have been cumpleted. 
A committee on army reserves for national defense has been 
established. The commander in chief of the army is the chairman 

of this 30-man committee, which also includes the deputy 

commander in chief of the army, officials from the Reserve Affairs 
Department, undersecretaries of various ministries and deputy 
heads of various bureaus and departments. This committee held its 
first meeting on 17 August. 


An Organization to Form Paramilitary Forces 


In mustering reserve forces throughout the country, everyone 
involved has undergone 2 years of training and some people have 
beeen in battle. It is thought that approximately 7-8 million 
people under the age of 46 have joined. According to news reports, 
an Organization having reserve officers as the people in command 
will be formed. The government sectors concerned will serve as the 
Organization*s mentor and establish regulations for the 
organization. At the same time, these reserve troops will also 
receive paramilitary training. That is, in addition to receiving 
military training, they will also receive training in other 
subjects which they can use in developing their local areas during 
normal times. 


"We will know where each reservist is so that it will be possible 
to mobilize them quickly during an emergency,” stated Major General 
Mana Rattanakoset, the head of the Reserve Affairs Department. 
“These reserve forces will not resemble other units such as the 
Village Scouts or the Volunteer Defense Corps. Those groups may 
get together to sing songs and do things of temporary benefit to 
the public or they may be a quiet force opposing the communists 
and others with bad intentions toward the nation. But our forces 
are set on a vocational course and will join with agricultural 
qroups. If this path achieves results, that path will be 
strengthened too," 


The head of the Reserve Affairs Department added that this program 
is not one in which reservists are mobilized only to sit at home 
complacently. Officials will go and help them to organize and 

to select leaders from amonq themselves, and they will be formed 
into various units such aS social, public health and agricultural 
units. “We also find out what their needs are and then consult 
with the various ministries, bureaus and departments in order to 
provide help in accord with their needs." 


"This is a long-term project that will be implemented step by step 
and this will take time. At present this is still a very broad 
project since the committee has met only once. But we tried 

out things in the northeast and good results were achieved. For 
example, we needed 300 reservists but 500 people came. This shows 
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that they cooperated well," stated an official in this program. He 
is confident that “it is our hope that if our reservists are 
mentally prepared for combat, we will be able to mobilize troops 
within 24 hours." 


"Frankly, we are not sure that we can defeat them. Our existing 
forces have limitations. Therefore, we must mobilize all the 
existing forces in the country. If it turns into an all-out war, 
we will have to throw everything into the fight." The same 
official also stated that "if our reserve forces understand their 
duties, I guarantee that we will be able to withstand the enemy 
forces.” 


The Political Fighting Front -- Tactics to Counter the CPT 


Nhile the reserve forces that have been established will strengthen 
our defenses against a foreign invasion, especially by Vietnam, 
ancther serious point that the military discussed is the political 
tactics used to oppose the mass movements of the CPT. Because 

the reserve forces are spread throughout the country, they can 
cover a wider area than other methods. [The activities of] these 
forces can probably be coordinated with those of other mass groups 
such as the Volunteer Defense Corps, the Village Scouts and the 
People's Volunteers for Development and Self-Defense. 


Concerning this, General Sak Bunyatharakun, the chief of the army 
general staff, stated that the project to form reserves has been 
divided into two types. The first type is the reserve forces that 
will be used as combat forces. The second is a political type 
formed in order to create a core [of people] to lead the masses in 
each village. There is a total of 7-8 million people. "For 
example, in remote villages, we will let those people who have 
received training and who have knowledge of various fields go 
serve aS local leaders or volunteers, 


“I cannot tell you how many men the combat reserve force has 
because this is a security matter. However, we have made plans 
and if a war breaks out, depending on how many reservists we need 
to mobilize, we have 1ists which we can use to call up men. But 
we will not call up all 7 million since we do not have enough 
weapons," Said Cen Jak, He also said that two divisions of these 
reservists held maneuvers at the Pranburi Infantry Center in 
Prachuap Kirikhan last October, 


Concerning this, the head of the Reserve Affairs Department said 
that “usually, soldiers are trained to know the administrative, 
economic and cultural systems and the monarchical and religious 
institutions. It is thought that these reserves will form a core 
that will encourage the villagers to be politically aware. 
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Gumnary -- Beward of Your Own Claws 


Even though the project to establish “army reserves" is only a 
becinning whose final form is not yet clear, it is felt that 

this is the correct path and that things were not done carelessly 
in “making full preparations for combat¥ with a critical situation 
alona the border and in conditions in which we cannot at this time 
quickly develop the capabilities of the vanguard combat forces. 


But it should be noted how well these wonderful hopes succeed. 
Concerning the next trend of these reserve forces, those 
responsible should implement airtight measures so that problems 
such as those that arose with the rangers do not arise again. 
Because if that happens, the claws that we created might one day 
turn and scratch us.

OPERATIONS IN SURAT THANI DISCUSSED 


Bangkok PATINYA in Thai 31 Aug 81 pp 7-10 
[Article: “Surat Thani, A Troubled Area" ] 


[Text] 23 July 1981: Communist terrorists blow up the railroad 
track at Phrukrasaeng. 


25 July 1981: Communist Terrorists blow up high-voltage power lines 
at Phun Phin. 


4 August 1981: Communist terrorists blow up a locomotive and rail- 
road bridge at Phrukrasaeng. 


These three events and the capture of Mr Surachai Saedan and his 
accomplices have turned Surat Thani into the province with the most 
prominent news during this period. 


A Place of Major Strength 


Because Surat Thani Province is a large province whose terrain is 
composed of intricate mountain ranges and thick forests, it is an 
important place for establishing secure base areas of the 
Cummunist Party of Thailand. The operations of the CPT in Surat 
Thani Province are, therefore, more violent than in other 
provinces. “I believe that the largest base area of the CPT left 
intne south is located in Surat Thani. This is the only important 
base area. We have been able to destroy almost all of them, for 
example, that of the Liberation Army of Thailand in Region 2. This 
has left the CFT without base areas and part of their forces have 
fled to Surat Thani." This statement was made to PATINYA by 
Colonel Panthep Phuwanatnurak, the head of the Operations Division 
of the Fourth Army Area. Because of the strength of the CPT in this 
province, the CPT has been able to carry out bold operations here 
and has constantly challenged the sovernment's officials, from 
the recent blowing up of trains twice in two different places and 
the blowing up of high-voltage power lines to the bold attacks on 
officials. 
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The Operations Area of the Surat Thani Provincial Committee 


After 18 October 1965 when the CPT was able to form branch 
committees in the southern provinces, the area was divided into 
four operations areas: the operations area of the Chumphon 
provincial committee, the operations area of the Nakhon 
Sithammarat provincial committee, the operations area of the 
Phathalung, Trang and Satun provincial committee and the operations 
area of the Surat Thani provincial committee. 


This operations area of the Surat Thani provincial committee is an 
extremely important operations area of the southern branch of the 
CPT. This operations area has the capability to carry out 
successful political and military operations. Other important 
provincial committee areas of operations such as the Krungching 
Camp or camps 31 and 32 in operations area 546 of the Nakhon 
Sithammarat provincial committee, the command centers of the 
Liberation Army of Thailand in regions 1, 2, 3 and 6 of the 
Phathalung, Trang and Satun provincial committee and of the 
Liberation Army of Thailand in Region 1, Songkhla Province, have 
sufferred heavy destruction and this has made the operations area 
of that provincial committee an important target that the military 
feels must be pacified. 


The Surat Thani provincial committee consists of four major areas 
of operation that carry on mobile operations in Surat Thani 
Province and in some areas of Phangnga and Nakhon Sithammarat 
provinces. The secretary-general of the executive committtee is 
Mr Chamnan Banchongklieng (alias Mr Chamni). The various 
operations areas include areas 508, 357, 514, 511 and 520 and the 
plains area, 


Operations area 508 is responsible for carrying on operations in 
Ban NaSan and Wiengsara districts and Ban Nadoem Subdistrict in 
Surat Thani and in Chawang and Thungyai districts in Nakhon 
Sithammarat Province. Mr Chamni is in command. He has about 400 to 
500 armed troops. Operations Area 508 includes Camp 508, which is 
where the headquarters of Operations Area 508 and where the Surat 
Thani provincial committee are located, and Camp 180, which is the 
supply depot of Area 508 and which is an important camp that 
receives students and united front personnel who have fled into 
the jungle in order to provide them with training before sending 
them to carry on operations in other operations areas. 


Operations Area 357 operates in the area of Nu’ §‘ong Village in 
Wiengsara District. The military expects this vw,erations area to 
become the next location of the Surat Thani provincial committee 
Since the route from Nua Klong Village is still wide open and it is 
the boundry between government guard teams 151 and 152. Thus, the 
CPT is using this route to move about and ship supplies. 
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Operations Area 514 is responsible for the area along the boundry 
between Surat Thani and Krabi provinces and between Krabi and Nakhon 
Sithammarat provinces. It is located in the area of Khlong Prap 
Village and operates in Khiensa, Phra Saeng, Ban Takhun, Khirirat 
and Plaiphraya districts in Krabi Province. Mr Phong Chandet is in 
charge of this operations area. It has a strength of about 200 to 
250 men. Its base camp is known as Khao Khai Camp. Operations 

Area 520 is a subordinate area. 


Operations Area 51ll is responsible for Kanchanadit, Donsak, 
Khanon and Sichon districts in Nakhon Sithammarat Province. 

Mr Mali Sakhon (alias Toem, who was captured along with Surchai 
Saedan) is the commander. It has a strength of about 200 men. 


Besides these, there is the plains operations area, which operates 
in the village areas in Ban Nasan and Wiengsa districts and in the 
areas of Ban Phruri, Ban Khuansi, Khuanmahachai, Khuannieng, 

Ban Inthaninngam, Ban Chongchang, Ban Thungkrut, Ban Wiengsa and 
Ban Nua Khlong. In this plains area, the CPT has been able to 
establish district committees. It carries on operations using 
forces stationed in the villages or at mobile bases. These forces 
move about ambushinc government forces along the Asian Highway. It 
has a strength of about 100 to 150 men. It is an important 
operations area that supports the mountain operations areas so 
they can carry on operations continuously. 


Civil, Police and Military Headquarters 42, the Victor 


Lince 1965, the activities of the southern branch of the CPT have 
expanded greatly. This is because the terrain is composed of long 
mountain ranges that run parallel to the narrow plains area along 
the coast. This has enabled the CPT to hold the territory and 
sstablish strong base areas and prolonged the conflict between 

the communist terrorists in the south and the government. The 
government side cannot occupy the land and resolutely destroy 

the areas of influence of the communist terrorists. During the past 
period, the acts of violence of the communist terrorists in the 
south continually increased in severity. Finally, on 1 October 1980, 
Civil, Police and Military Headquarters 42, which is directly 
subordinate to the Region 4 Internal Security Operations Command 
and which is under the supervision of Major General Udom Tidthasiri, 
the deputy commanding general of the Fourth Army Area, moved into 
the barracks of a company of the 3rd Infantry Battalion, 

15th Infantry Regiment, at the Don Nok Airbase in Makhamtia 
commune, Muang District, Surat Thani Province. Operation 
“Suppression” was stipulated in order to wipe out the enemy. 


The area of responsibility of Civil, Police and Military 
Headquarters 42 covers six provinces in the upper southern region; 
these include Chumphon, Surat Thani, Rangng, Krabi, Phangnga and 
Phukhet. Even though Civil, Police and Military Headquarters 42 is 
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responsible for a large area, according to the stipulated target, 
Surat Thani is the province where this unit must throw in large 
forces in order to carry on political and military operations. Plans 
for military and political offensives have been made time and time 
again, from the Kittirat and Napharat operations to the 

Wannarat *81 operation, which is underway now. "Civil, Police and 
Military Headquarters 42 had camps 520 and 511 as its targets in 
accord with the Kittirat and Napharat operations plans. During the 
beginning of December 1980 and February 1981, good results were 
achieved and this helped our side carry out political activities 
in the rural areas and win back the targeted villages according to 
the plan. To date, the communist terrorists have not found a way 
to handle this," stated a high-ranking officer of the Fourth Army 
Area proudly over a victory of Civil, Police and Military 
Headquarters 42, a victory in which it was able to destroy this 
operations area. 


Wannarat ‘81: An Operation to Dig Up the Roots 


The offensive plans mentioned above have forced the communist 
terrorists into an encirclement and further isolated Operations 
Area 508, which is the major command center of the various 
operations areas in Surat Thani Province, and of the Ban Kuannieng 
operations area in the plains. This has forced the communist 
terrorists to find a way out by quickly strengthening the plains 
operations area in order to successfully link up with the 

mountain operations areas. This situation has forced Civil, Police 
and Military Headquarters 42 to stipulate military operations 

in retaliation. 


Thus, the fourth political and military offensive plan, called 
Operation Wannarat ‘81, was stipulated on 1 July 1981. The goal 
is to cut off contact between the communist terrorists in the 
plains and those in the mountains, with the destruction of 
Operations Area 508 the principal target. 


Wannarat ‘81 was itself divided into two smaller operations: Kwat 
Phairi and Phran Phichit. 


"The task of operation Kwat Phairi is to carry on a political and 
military offensive by encircling and wiping out [the enemy], making 
searches and protecting the people and property in the Phru Phri 
Market area in Ban Nasan District and in the Ban Song Market area in 
Wiengsara District. Another goal is to set up a blockade and cut off 
the supplies of the communist terrorists in the mountains and 
plains,” stated Captain Wirot Buacharun, an officer who is a member 
of operations guard unit 151 and who is acting in accord with the 
plan. In addition to the Kwat Phairi operation, a smaller operations 





plan has been made in order to support the activities carried on 
in accord with the Kwat Phairi operation and increase the results. 
This is known as the Phran Phichit operation. 


"We began by carrying on political and intelligence activities, 
giving information to the people and forming reconnaissance teams. 
Our next step is to use troops to encircle [the enemy] when the 
situation and intelligence is favorable. When we have gained the 
advantage we will employ resolute measures in order to ensure the 
fewest losses possible," said Colonel Suwinai Buranangkun, the 
chief of operations of Civil, Police and Military Headquarters 42, 
in talking to PATINYA about the final step in the Wannarat Plan, 
which will be concluded this September. 


The Case of Surachai, a Struggle 


The matter of communist terrorists seizing and blowing up the 
locomotive of Bangkok-Hat Yai rapid train 49 at the Phru Krasaeng 
station on the night of 4 August and their call for the release 
of Mr Surachai Saedan has caused great fear among the people of 
Surat Thani and has begun to tarnish the image of the commw:ist 
terrorists. “I do not think this was the right thing to do. The 
people don't know anything. If they are angry at the officials. 
they should settle matters with the officials. If they do this 
again, they will lose [the support of] the masses," said a 
passenger on that train to the magazine PATINYA. 


"Mr Surachai is not so important that they would have to do 
something like this. This happened because we are carrying on 
military operations and throwing in forces to suppress them. They 
have been surrounded and this has made it impossible for them to 
move. Thus, they did this in order to get attention and to force 
tae qovernment's troops to turn their attention in this direction 
0 that they can change their position. They cited the case of Mr 
Jurachai because they wanted the sympathy of the people.But under 
no circumstances will we be tricked," stated an officer attached to 
Civil, Police and Military Headquarters 42 to PATINYA. Thus, the 
various events that have occurred and that pertain to the case of 
Surachai are not being given too much attention by officials. 


Violence Will Occur 


The present situation in which the CPT is being affected by the 
policies calling for victory over the communists in accord with 
Order 66/1980, which stresses carrying out both political and 
military measures, has caused many people to surrender. According to 
statistics on the number of people who surrendered in the area of 
responsibility of the Fourth Army Area, in 1978, 98 people 
surrendered; this increased to 380 people in 1979 and to 594 in 1980, 
And in 1981, to date 854 people have surrendered. Because of this, 
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some people have estimated that the CPT has almost been wiped out. 
But at the same time, the military has estimated what the CPT will 
do next. It estimates that the southerm branch of the CPT will 
expand into Krabi and Phangnga provinces and into the northern 
part of the south in Chumphon and Ranong provinces. The CPT will 
try to carry on more mobile operations in these provinces in order 
to finally develop provincial committees. As for the extreme 
southern region, the communist terrorists will try to take over 
the areas of operation of the bandit terrorists and Malasian 
communist guerrillas while at the same time carrying on activities 
in the various operations areas. The CPT is expanding its 
propaganda activities in accord with the existing conditions and 
it will attack | government |] officials every time it has a chance, 
such as by setting ambushes or acting in accord with the "Fallen 
Leaf" plan, in order to capture and kidnap officials. If things 
proceed as the military expects, it is believed that Surat Thani 
Province will be a troubled area in the near future and Thais 
will again have to kill Thais because of ideological fanaticism.

COLUMNIST CRITICIZEs> MILITARY RELATIONSHIP WITH U.S. 
Bangkok PRACHAMIT in Thai 29 Aug 81 p 58 
[Speak Thai column by RTN: “Preparing For a War or For a Battle?" ] 


[Text] The closely spaced visits to Thailand by American politicians, 

including a boast by the American undersecretary of state after 
his visit to Bangkok that he has proposed to the United States 
congress that additional credit be granted so that the purchase 
of weapons by Thailand can increase next year from the original 
50 million dollars to 80 million dollars, is likely to cause 
ordinary Thais to worry that their country will soon become a 
battlefield since the situation in Indochina between Thailand and 
Vietnam is becoming more tense and the Thai government itself 
recently announced that it is preparing to form a new army by 
calling up reservists. 


It is true that being prepared is good. King Rama VI, who aroused 
the nation, once wrote that “if you hope to have peace, vou must 
prepare for war." But analyzing Thailand's present situation, which 
is one of serious economic decline, preparing for war by borrowing 
oney to purchase foreicn weapons will probably cause several 
difficult problems, In particular, the war for which Thailand is now 
preparing is not directly Thailand's war but is really America's 
war. 


It is well known that Thailand's foreign debt is increasing 
greatly every year because Thailand spends the greatest percentage 
of its budget on the military every year. And when pressed by 
parliament and the people, who feel that the government has not 
provided mush help to improve the lives of the people since the 
qovernment's budaets for education, public health and 

aagriculture are very small, the qovernment must take action to 
save face by increasing the budgets of various sectors even though 
the country’s income is insufficient, which makes it necessary 
constantly to borrow money from abroad in order to support this. 
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Concerning the behavior of each Thai government up to the present 
one, it can be seen that the mistakes of those people who formed 
the governments have never been reviewed. Just the opposite, the 
Same mistakes have been made again and again until the entire 
country is almost at the point of bankruptcy. 


I feel that while it is necessary to prepare for battle, it is not 
necessary to prepare for a major war. Preparing for battle means 
placing oneself in a state of readiness while preparing for war 
means being engrossed like a moth flying around a colored light. 


A good method that all Thai governments should certainly use is to 
review the role and security of countries around Thailand, both 
near and far, such as Malaysia, Singapore, Burma and Japan, It can 
be seen that, since the end of the Second World War, these 
countries have spent very little for defense or only a very small 
percentage of their total budget. Thus, they have money left to 
really improve the economic welfare of the people of their 
countries. Now, the condition of these countries is incomparably 
better than that of Thailand (right after the war, ours was better 
than theirs). 


Since the very beginning, the Thai gvvernment has chosen the 
United States as its great friend. All right, then most matters 
of national defense should be entrusted to the United States, just 
as Japan has done and just as Malaysia and Singapore have done 
with England, which still flies its imperialist flag over these 
countries. 


But isn't it strange that, from the very beginning, the United 
States has viewed Thailand like pigs in a pen. But instead of 
protecting Thailand by not allowing it to spend large sums of 
money on defense in excess of what is necessary, it has used every 
trick possible to induce high-ranking Thai officers and the 
government to continually strengthen the Thai army. And the 
United States has given us almost nothing. The things that the 
Thai army has received from the United States are mostly old and 
out-of-date weapons. This has forced the Thai army to spend too 
much money while the army has received only poor-quality weapons in 
return. 


The only thing ti... ~-he Thai government must do now is put a stop to 
the credits for purchasing weapons from the United States. And if 
the United States still wants to keep Thailand as a supply depot 
and center of operations in east Asia, the United States should 

use American personnel, weapons and money and protect Thailand from 
a distance. As for Thailand, it should prepare only for a battle 
and not make full-scale preparations for a major war. At a time 
when there are still enemies within the country, it is necessary 
FPoRY" an end to this danger first.

KRIANGSAK'S POLITICAL OPPORTUNITIES REVIEWED

Prime Minister?" ] 


[Text] After the by-election in Roi Et and after General Kriangsak 
Chamanan, the new representative from Roi Et, stated that he would 
seek permission to register the National Democracy Party this 
September, there was criticism that the establishment of Gen 
Kriangsak*s National Democracy Party would affect the position or 
stability of the present government of General Prem Tinsulanon 
since the National Democracy Party would be a large political party 
and would play a more important role in politics than the other 
political parties now in parliament. This is because it has the 
votes of a group of senators who are ready to join hands and give 
support since personal favors were once rendered. 


In particular, those politicians who are the backers of Gen 
Kriangsak have tried to express the idea that Gen Kriangsak can 
easily become prime minister whenever he wants, comparing this to 
picking an orange from a crate. As for Gen Kriangsak Chamanan, 

it seems that he is trying humbly to show that he ran in this 
by-election in order to promote a correct form of democracy and not 
to topple or take the prime ministership from Gen Prem. Thus, if he 
sees that the government is doing a good job, he is ready to give 
it his support, but if it is felt that the government does something 
it should not do and that will not be good for the people, he will 
have to oppose | the government], which is his duty,in order to 
protect the interests of the people, 


As for those who say that the formation of the National Democracy 
Party will affect the stability of the Prem government, they 

Claim that the political party recently established by Gen 
Kriangsak will include about 54 members from other political 
parties, or stated another way, it will be the second largest party 
after the Social Action Party. And if Gen Kriangsak wants to be 
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prime minister, there are several other political parties that are 
ready to cooperate and give their support. These include the 
Pracharat Party of Mr Chaisiri Ruongkanchanaset, the Narong Wongqwan 
group, some members of the Seri Tham Party, the Siam Democracy 
Party, which has become the Siam Seri Party, and even the Chart 
Thai Party, which is a member of the Prem government, since the 
Chart Thai Party does not have a base to stand on but only a 

seat (a minister's chair). 


I will speak frankly. I was greatly perplexed when I heard that 
Gen Kriangsak had said that he did not intend to take the prime 
ministership from Gen Prem or to topple anyone while his 
followers were saying that he could become prime minister as 
eaSily as picking an orange from a crate and in only the time it 
takes to peel it. 


In particular, Gen Kriangsak has constantly stated that he does not 
intend to topple or take the prime ministership from Gen Prem. On 
first hearing,this seems to show [his] honesty in playing politics 
and shows that he does not want to be a political enemy of Gen Prem, 
But after listening to him frequently, it seems that, at present, 
Gen Kriangsak is gaining the advantage over, or holding the high 
cards against, Gen Prem. That is, he can unseat Gen Prem whenever 
he wants, but he has not done so out of personal kindness to 

Gen Prem or because of something else like this. 


For the above reasons, I wonder whether Thailand today still belongs 
to the people or whether it belongs to a few politicians in 
parliament and I wonder what kind of democracy is presently being 
practiced in the country. 


The present | group] of representatives was elected in the general 
election of 1979. During that election, there was no law on 
political parties and the constitution still contained a 
temporary provision allowing people standing for election to 
belong to political parties whose number of candidates fielded 
was less than one-half the total number of representatives. Also, 
it did not prohibit the formation of political parties and 
candidates could stand for election in the name of a political 
party. A fact that must be admitted is that there were people who 
formed parties who fielded candidates in the name of several 
parties. And during that election at least three parties that 
fielded candidates fielded a number exceeding half the number of 
representatives. 


The fact that several political parties had large numbers of their 
members elected to parliament shows that the people with the right 
to vote implicitly confirmed the status of those parties and 
elected candidates in the name of those parties because they 
supported or agreed with the policies of the parties to which the 


candidates belonaed, regardless of whether there was a political 
parties law or nol, 
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For these reasons, since more candidates who stood for election in 
the name of a party were elected than were candidates who did not 
belong to a party, or who were independents, it must be that most of 
the people support or favor elections and a political party system 
of government. Thus, all politicians should help each other carry 
out their duties in a way that will allow the people to have a 
correct understanding of the political party form of government. 

Or put another way, all politicians who have been elected in the 
name of a political party should strictly keep the promises they 
made to the people during the election. Because if after their 
election they change parties at will or if someone gives them a 
position or benefits, the faith of the people in the political 
party form of qovernment will decline and, in the end, no one will 
support or believe in the political party system any more. And when 
the political party system lacks unity, democracy will fail. 


For the above reasons, I am very unhappy at seeing politicians play 
politics everyday by clinging to the number of members in 

parliament as the main thing without any consideration for the needs 
of the people, the voters. For example, new political parties are 
established by bringing in representatives who were elected in the 
name of other political parties, and these parties have new 
policies. But the people, those with the right to elect people, 

play no role in this. 


It is true that members elected in the name of one political party 
have the right to leave the party and join another political party 
Since there is still no law prohibiting this. But at the same time, 
they should think about the needs of the people, those with the 
right to vote, who elected these people to parliament and consider 
whether | the people] approve of this or not. Because this may lead 
to the mistaken idea that these members have switched parties not 
recause of some conflictina opinions or policies but only out of 
vrersonal profit or qain. It is certain that no one who thinks about 
forming a political party would be foolish enough to admit that he 
has purchased votes or paid these members to join the party. 
Nevertheless, this cannot be kept from the people in general and, 
therefore, these types of political parties, no matter how large 
they are, cannot claim that the majority of the people approve of 
and support the policies of these parties in governing the country. 


As for the National Democracy Party of Gen Kriangsak, in reality it 
appears that only one of its members will have been elected to the 
House of People's Representatives and that is Gen Kriangsak or the 
person nicknamed the 30-million MP of Roi Et Province. As for the 
others who have joined the pe ty, of which there are said to be 
about 70, all were elected i,; the name of other parties and not in 
the name of the National Democracy Party. ‘,ince this is the case, I 
understand why people are so excited. This party is so big that it 
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Claims that it is ready to take over administration of the country ? 
at any time. And if a political party with only one member elected 

to parliament in the party's name can form a government, I think 

that talking about democracy is just a waste of time. 


As for those who say that Gen Kriangsak has secret strength, that 
is, the support of senators, that he has not revealed and that 

[| those supporters] hidden in parliament are waiting for the time 
when Gen Kriangsak needs their votes as a tool to pave the way to 
the prime ministership and are ready to cooperate immediately, I 
think that this is a rather peculiar matter because, if this is 
ture, politics in Thailand resembles a mystery story. It is not 
democracy because democracy is an open form of government; it is the 
people who decide thinas and who have a part to play. It is not 

a matter for just the few representatives and senators. 


All that I have said above does not mean that Gen Kriangsak is not 
Suited to be prime minister. I only wanted to say that when 

[| someone] intends to enter politics in order to improve the 
democratic form of government, he should do so according to real 
democratic principles. At present there is only a year left in 
which to stand as a candidate in the name of the National 
Democracy Party in the next general election. When the elected 
members of a party form the majority in parliament, they will 
proudly form a qovernment. 


Besides this, this will also have the effect of brightening the 
image of Cen Kriangsak, whose image once faded in the eyes of the 
people, not only concerning the wages of the Thai guards, the matter 
of bids for renting the Mekong Brewery, the matter of giving 
permission to build a trade center in the Sapan Loi Lat Phrao area, 
but even the narcotics trade of the Ho Chinese in the area of 

the 93rd Division and so on.

CPT TERRORISM, SABOTAGF DISCUSSED

| Editorial Comment: “Eliminate Sabotage Through a Political 
Offensive" ] 


[Text] In recent days, the audacious terrorism of the Communist 
Party of Thailand (CPT) has increased in level from ambushes of 
officials and people in the jungle areas -- the CPT is attempting 
to cover up its actions and is spreading propaganda to the effect 
that they are doing these things in order to suppress the enemies 
of the people -- to destruction of public places such as 
provincial land offices, train stations, train engines and 
high-voltage power lines. These things are the public assets of the 
people and they have never opposed or been concerned with the 
activities of the CPT. It can be seen that this sabotage is [being 
carried out] closer and closer to people who have no inkling of 
things. The CPT has attempted to cite its resentment against the 
government [as a factor] forcing it to take action against the 
people. This reason is too odd for thoughtful people to accept. 


[forts to make up reasons in order to make trouble for the people 
#ill probably increase because the CPT will have to try to force 
the people to oppose the government in place of the CPT. This is 
still an important policy of the CPT. This can be seen from the 
fact that the CPT has sent infiltrators along with those who have 
surrendered to carry on political activities in the cities by 
forming various front organizations and spreading propaganda in 
various forms and, militarily, armed units have been formed, 
According to Dr Somchai Rakwichit, who spoke during a debate 
sponsored by PATINYA on 6 August, there is one company that is 
ready to carry out acts of sabotage or increase the level of 
conflict from uprisings or coups to urban warfare. The diScovery 
of places where big weapons and war materials have been hidden 

in the city shows the efforts of the CPT on this front quite well. 
In such a situation, we will lose many more innocent people and 
much more of the nation's resources. 
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Whether the CPT can increase its attacks on the people depends on 
the reaction of the people. If the people become so frightened by 
the oppression that they turn against the government or appeal to 
the government to give in to the demands of the CPT or, even 
worse, if those who hope to seize political power take this 
opportunity to use the terrorism of the CPT to try to topple the 
government, this will give the advantage to the CPT and increase 
the level of terrorism even more. 


Conversely, if the people remain calm, do not become frightened, 
help each other and oppose and condemn the actions of the CPT or 
help each other to be awake and block the various acts of 
sabotage, this will politically weaken the CPT to the point where 
it will no longer be able to commit acts of terrorism and 
terrorism will decline. 


But even though the people have not become overly frightened, we 
have to admit that, at present, our country is in a state of war -- 
a war between the government and the CPT to win over the people. 
The CPT is trying to attract and to force the people to its side and 
is fighting the government as already mentioned. And when the CPT 
cannot attract the people to its side, it has to resort to force 

by threatening and asasSinating people. And because of this, some 
people will be wounded and killed and property will be destroyed. It 
in the nature of war that losses are sufferred, but in a people's 
war, loss of life and property is not an indicator of victory or 
defeat. Rather it depends on whether the majority of the people 
still living surrender or if they sympathize with one side. 


As for losses, material losses did not just start occurring 
recently. The government's side has already sufferred large losses 
in lives and property. This can be seen from the fact that we have 
to hold cremation ceremonies for the war dead many times every year. 
But we are still steadfastly fighting against the CPT. These 
previous losses were losses sufferred in the jungles in remote 

rural areas and most people were unaware of them. But recently, 

the change of plan to carry on sabotage in populated areas has 

lead to widespread dissemination of the news. 


Concerning the attitude of the Thai people to the threats of the 
CPT, we should not become overly alarmed at news of sabotage because 
the CPT is trying to increase the effects of its activities through 
propaganda -- by the CPT directly and by the united fronts in the 
cities that are helping to destroy the honor and morale of the 
people and officials in coordination with the p.opaganda 
Organization of the CPT abroad -- in order to create fear among the 
people. We must help each other put a stop to the propaganda at the 
start by responding in such a way that it can be seen that the fear 
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that has been generated is the result of the actions of the CPT. 
And whenever there are losses, people must be patient and calm and 
not become frightened. Also, resistance to the CPT must be 
increased. In particular, refuting and condemning the CPT will be 
[such a strong} political attack that the CPT will no longer be 
able to mount military attacks.
